The re states that nearly one hundred 
and fifty Missionaries, besides a number of cat- 
echists and schoolmasters, are now employed 
wonder the direction of the committee of the 
Society, on more than one bundred highly im- 
portant stations, (in places inhabited by a nu- 
merous and deeply degraded and perishing 
popalation, willing to come under Christian in- 
struction, constitute important stations for Mis- 
sionary labours,) and that upwards of 27,000 
members have been united in religious soci- 
eties. In addition to the advantages derived 
to the heathens from the pastoral labours of 
the Missionaries, extensive and prosperous 
schogls have been established by them, both 
in the East and West Indies. In the Island of 
Ceylen alone, nearly 5,000 native children are 
under a daily tuition, and many thousand chil- 
dren of the negroes of the West India Islands 
regularly atteod Sunday and other schools 
which are established in these colonies. 

The Society stations, bath in Western and 
Southern Africa, are extending, and a new 
Mission has lately been sent out to a part of 
New-Zealand, in which there will be no inter- 
ference whatever with the labours of the 
Church Missi Society. A Micsionary is 
x jest gone to the black natives of New South 

ales. 

Colonel Sandys, who was called to the chair 
at the meeting of the Society, delivered a very 
handsome address on the occasion. He having 
resided long in Iudia, and having been an eye- 
witness of the rising importance of Missionary 
labours, could not but approve the Christian ef- 
forts which are making for the conversion of the 
heathen. In his speech, he mentioned an an- 
ecdote which shows that these people are in 
the habit of thinking deeply on important sub- 
jects when enlightened. He observed, it was 
the remark of Apagon to Mr. Ward, of Se- 


rampére, who had received the Scriptures, in. 


his 5 language, from that gentleman : What, 
said Ke, bave you had this blessed book so 
many bundred years among you, and never

carefully as if some great injury was to be ap- 

prehended . : 

Although I have frequently enquired of per- 
sons advocating “ times” of the moon, 
how, or in what manner its effects were pro- 
duced, I have never yet received any other 
answer, than —it és so ; and that such and such 
consequences always follow. oR 
: For my part I have never seen any of the 
effects, cther good or bad, that the moon is 


.charged with—and am of opinion, that no one 


has made a fair experiment of such effects 

since those dark and ignorant times, when phi- 
losophy and astronomy were displaced by ig- 

norance and astrology, who have maintained a 

broken empire even to our days. The time 

was (and is yet) in some countrie*, when e- 

clipses, comets, and conjunction of planets, 

would alarm the world with apprehensions of 

war, pestilence and calamity—and the truth of 
their evil influence is abundantly insisted upon, 

by a grave writers, who lived a century 

ago. Human reason gradually has got rid of 
such unseasonable incumbrances, in despite of 
all their pretended proofs—and left us at lib- 

erty todo what we please, whether Mars and 

Saturn be in conjunction—-whether comets 

blaze, or eclipses darken ; and it requires only 

a little more philosophy to get rid of the evit 

or good influence of the moon; which, like 

the prejudices just mentioned, belongs to as- 

trology—The phenomena of the phases of 

the moon upon which such direful causes de- 

pend, are a3 follows: The moon revolves 

once a month round our earth, and according 

to her position, is apparently more and mote 

enlightened, in a like proportion, until we lose 

sight of her altogether ; the explanation of the . 
various appearances of the moon, during her 

monthly course, are sufficiently familiar; but 

it is not so well known, or remembered, that 

the moon’s revolution, on her axis, is precisely 

equal to her revolution in her orbit ; and there- 

fore, that though the moon is a globular body 

—yet she constantly keeps the very same face, 

or half, presented to us—and that we are as 

ignorant of the appearance of the other half 

as we are of what is going on in the planet 

Herschel. 

~ Having premised thus far, tet .us:-examine. 
whence the supposed influence of the moon 

can be derived. If it proceeds from the sub- 

stance or body of the moon, we constantly have 

the same quantity of influence exerted on us 

—whether the moon be new, full, or ia her 

last quarter ; for, as before observed, the vety 

same face, or half of the moon, is always pre- 

sented to us—and as the influence is equal at 

all times, if there be any, how can one time be 

more proper than another ? 

If this evil influence depends on the light 
that we perceive, or receive from the moon, 
how is it that the direct rays of the sun have 
no such intlueace? and that, when reflected 
fromthe moon, they are so injurious? This 
sounds like saying any thing warm injures 
more than when red-hot—or, that a little cold 
is more disagreeable than intense cold. But, 
in the proportion that the light from the moon 
ocreases, it also decreases, and, therefore this 
reflected light is equally beneficial or equally 
injurious—in the first as in the last quarter, in 
the second as in the third; and should be: at 
its maximum at the full. But the advocates of 
lunar influence say, the good effect belongs to 
the increase, the evil to the decrease, whichis 
inconsistent with their theory, therefore ; Mr. 
Editor, there can be no such good or evil influ- 
ence attributable to the phases of the moon;. 
and farmers may kill their meats, and sow their 
grain at those times that are most convenient, 
without in the least minding the moon more 
than the fixed stars. 

The influence of the moon on lunatics, and 
on the tides, are often quoted as proofs of the 
power of that planet—and are wrongly twisted 
to support the fure-mentioned prejudice, as 
upon lunatics, the moon exerts no influence at 
all—I appeal to medical men and their writ- 
ings for proofs. => 

And the moon influences the tides in a man- 
ner very different from that ascribed to her by 
the believers in her good or evil influences— 
for they depend on her position in her orbit— 
and on her quantity of matter which attracts, 
and is attracted by our earth, exactly in propor- 
tion to their respective quantities of matter; 
this, with the added attraction of the sun caus- 
es the tides—and if there are s@is in the 
moon our earth causes tides there as she doés 
here.—.American Farmer. *

PICTURE OF MADRID. 
Madrid, May 14, 1821. 

Fischer, in his Picture of Madrid, says— 
* whoever would make himself thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the bigotry of a certain religious 
party, should visit Madrid every Lent.” I 
have now seen Madrid in Lent, without being 
at all disturbed by the bigotry of the Spaniards. 
That to-day brother Antonio preached in this 
place, to-morrow Doctor Tomago in another, 
at which Fischer appears to have been so scan- 
dalized, did not seem objectionable te me, and 
Ionly lamented that these sermons were not 
more edifying. “ The most entertaining,” con- 
tinues Fischer, “ are the missionaries, as they 
are called, who are used to go every week 
from one parish church to another, and fre- 
quently preach in the streets, especially on 
Sunday evenings. From thefr dark brown 
faces, their violent gesticulation, and their bel- 











guazils, in the ancient Spanish costume, clear

Nothing puts you 
in mind of Lent ; even the theatres were open 
again for several weeks ; and as for the Shrove 
tickets (certificates of having been confessed,) 
pobody asks after them. 

These changes do not proceed, however, 
from fhe introduction of the constitution, as one 
might perhaps be tempted to believe, but they 
are the natural consequence of the gradual 
developement of what constitutes the essence 
and dignity of religion. At any rate, itis owing 
to the constitution that a rosario passing through 
the streets is met by a band of music, which 
plays the Tragala and Lawon, by which a 
priest in the hands of justice is mocked at in 
the most. jndecent terms ; humanity is proba- 
bly as little served by these canciones patrioticas, 
as religion by these unedifying rosarios. 

* At length came Palm Sunday, with its grace- 
ful branches of the date palm. The respecta- 
dle citizens, to whom strong recollections are 
sacred for centuries, adorned as usual their 
rooms and balconies with these significant em- 
blems of martyrdom and eternal bliss. The 
poor man expended his last farthing for a palm 
branch, and the children of the streets of 
Fuerencal and Hortaleza saluted each other as 
they marched in procession with these sym- 
bols of heavenly peace.
